neither knewe Helias noz Meſſias when 
they came, fo2 they loked fo2 Helias to 
come downe from heane in bis owne 
perſon, & fog Mcfl:as to tome & rapgne 
in wozldiy pompe, power, riches and 
glozp, whe as the pꝛophecies of both 
were ſpiritually to baue bene vnder⸗ 
ſtanded: of Helas that he ſhould come 
not in perſo but in ſpirit, that is one 
which ſhould be indued with the ſpi⸗ 
rpte + gyftes of grace of Hclias, which 
was in dede John Bapttf, as Chꝛiſt 


bymſeife did declare to his Apoſties:

J graunte here thou mapeſt heape a 
number of wo2ldire incommodltpes 
wbych are ſurelp verpe lpke to enſue 
the departure out of a mannes owne 
natine countrep, J meane ont of the 
whole realme into a ſtraunge lande: 
but what of all theſe and a thouſand 
mo of the like ſozt: wil ſet vnto the 
one ſapinge of oure ſauycure Chziſte 
which vnto the faithful childe of god 
and to the true Chziſtpan, is able to 
tounteruaile al theſe,yea and to way 
the downe. Chziſt our ſaufoure ſaith
